outlined in mid-November 2008, the requirement 


from this first story — assigned to Phil — was that 
it would feature the Chandras, Rani’s parents, 
Gita and Haresh, who had appeared in several of 
the previous stories. Russell T Davies also wanted 
brutal, rhinoceros-like 
galactic law enforcers which he had created 
for the 2007 Doctor Who episode Smith and Jones and 
which had reappeared in The Stolen Earth (2008). 
These had been popular with younger viewers, but 
immediately posed a problem for the Earth-based 
adventures of Sarah Jane since — in theory — the 
Judoon were not allowed to land on a level five 
planet such as Earth. This led to the notion that 
the presence of the Judoon would be an accident, 
caused by the crash of one of their vessels. Such a 
story allowed a different aspect of the aliens to be 
displayed, with a lone, stranded Judoon; this was

It had been decided that before the third 
series of The Sarah Jane Adventures, she would be the 
producer on Phil's Doctor Who script The Waters of 
Mars which was to be recorded from late February 


to the third week of March. 
Pre-production on The Sarah 
Jane Adventures would begin 
immediately after this, Also 
continuing from the second 
Sarah Jane Adventures 
was script editor Gary Russell, 
although he too would be 
working as script editor on 
some of the Doctor Who Specials 
to be recorded over the spring. 
Julie Gardner would also remain 
as executive producer, although 
she was in the process of 
ing fully to Los Angeles to 

work for BBC America once the 
Doctor Who Specials had been completed. Joining 
the executive producer line-up was Piers Wenger, 
who would be working with incoming Doctor 
Who showrunner Steven Moffat on the new series 
starring Matt Smith that would start recording 
Steffan Morris, the production 
manager, effectively filled the role of line producer 
on the new run of The Sarah Jane Adventures. 

Before recording got underway in earnest, an 
insert for Comic Relief was recorded at the series 
base of Upper Boat Studios on Thursday 19 
February and aired as part of the Red Nose Day 
BBC charity telethon on Friday 13 March, Thi: 
fitted in between recording on two of the Doctor 
Who Specials: Planet of the Dead and The Waters of 
Mars, and was produced by Brian Minchin, one of 
the Doctor Who script editors. All the regular cast 
— Elisabeth Sladen plus Tommy Knight as Luke 
Smith, Daniel Anthony as Clyde Langer and Anjli 
Mohindra as Rani Chandra — were involved, with 
John Leeson providing the voice of Kg. Since the

cutbacks in line with the general 
financial squeeze which was enforcing economies 
in many areas of the media. On the evening of 
Tuesday 17 March, Russell T Davies gave a talk at 
the Princess Anne Theatre at BAFTA in London on 
the subject of children’s television. The executive 
producer voiced his concerns about the proposed 
relocation of CBBC to Salford and called for 
National Lottery money to be used to help fund 
children’s programming. Noting that the cuts had 
come close to cancelling The Sarah Jane Adventures, 
Russell commented, “We had to look and ‘Do 
we want to make a version of Sarah Jane that’s

Because of the cuts, for a second year running 
the time to record the series was decreased, and 
so a new pattern of production was attempted. In 
2008, 12 episodes had been made in 15 weeks, with 
four episodes being made in a 26-day block by one 
director. For the new run, only 12 weeks would be 
available to BBC Wales. “We had three weeks taken 
away from us,” commented Elisabeth Sladen at the 
BFI Southbank, “Three weeks — that’s a big ask.” 
What would happen in 2009 was that each two-part 
adventure would be made in a single 11-day block, 
with two directors alternating throughout the run 
on three stories each. This meant an increase in the 
amount of material to be covered each day, “Last 
year, it was six pages of script a day,” commented 
Lis in Doctor Who Magazine. “That would be the 
norm, and that’s still quite a lot. Then it got up to 
seven and a bit. And then this year, we've had eight 
pages to film in a day... That’s an awful lot.” 

Preparation for the new series — which would 
now be recorded in high definition — began on 
Monday 23 March 2009, and the director on the 
first, third and fifth stories was Joss Agnew; Joss 
had directed The Last Sontaran and The Mark of the 

Berserker the previous year as well as the recent 
Children in Need insert and was popular with the cast 
and production team. 

During the pre-production period, two of the 
regular cast from The Sarah Jane Adventures were back 
in Cardiff recording material for Doctor Who prior 
to the start of work on their own programme. On

Good Friday – Friday то April ~ Elisabeth Sladen 
and Tommy Knight returned to Clinton Road in

he full cast was reunited on 
Wednesday 15 April when the 
readthrough for Episodes 1, 2, 5 and 
6 of The Sarah Jane Adventures Series 
3 was held. A shooting script for The 
Sarah Jane Adventures 3 Episodes 1 and 2 was issued 
the following day; none of the scripts had titles 
at this stage, and names for the stories were only 
fixed after recording had completed and the shows 
were in post-production. As usual, rewrites and 
changes made after the shooting script had been 
issued were colour coded to enable version control; 
pink rewrites to make various minor changes to the

script following the readthrough were issued for 
Episodes 1 and 2 on Friday 17 April. 

At 6pm on Saturday 18 April, Elisabeth Sladen 
was the host of Music from Outer Space, a concert 
performance by the Royal Liverpool Philharmonic 
Orchestra conducted by Ian McMillan at the 
Liverpool Philharmonic Hall in the actress’ home 
city; this featured some of Sam Watts’ musical 
compositions from the series, with the theme tune 
accompanying Lis’ arrival on stage. Other pieces 
included music from the Star Wars films, Doctor Who, 
Superman, Red Dwarf and Thunderbirds. Lis’ husband,

actor Brian Miller, co-hosted the event, and Sam 
Watts was present for the five-minute Adventures of 
Sarah Jane suite of his music for the series in the 
second half for the performance, which concluded 
with the piece Until Next Time Miss Smith. 

Shoot Day 1 for Episode 1 and 2 was Monday 
20 April with recording from 8am to 7pm (the 
standard working day) kicking off in Studio 6 
at Upper Boat Studios, the home to The Sarah Jane 
Adventures since production on the special Invasion 
of the Bane in September 2006. At this point, the 
Doctor Who Specials comprising The End of Time 
were still recording with work continuing on 
David Tennant’s swansong until late May; on 
this day, the Doctor Who team was working out on 
location and would not be back in studio until the 
following week. 

Studio 6 was where the standing set of Sarah 
Jane's attic at 13 Bannerman Road was located, and 
work began with scenes featuring the four regular 


cast members — Elisabeth Sladen, Tommy Knight, 
Daniel Anthony and Anjli Mohindra — covering the 
scenes of the gang deciding to find the crashed 
ship and the cliffhanger sequences of Mr Smith’s 
impending destruction, before concluding with 
the possessed Sarah Jane talking to Mr Smith. 
Since Alexander Armstrong performed all his 
dialogue recording in post-production sequences, 
Mr Smith’s lines were usually read in on the set by 
second assistant director Sarah Davies. 

Also joining the cast was Paul Kasey playing 
Judoon Captain Tybo; a skilled movement artist, 
Paul was a regular monster performer on Doctor 
Who (including a Judoon in Smith and Jones and 
The Stolen Earth) and its associated series, and had 
previously featured as various Slitheen in Revenge 
of the Slitheen (2007) and The Lost Boy (2007) and 
the Ovodni in Warriors of Kudlak (2007). Rob 
Mayor of Millennium FX supervised the use of the 
animatronic Judoon head and the wound on Tybo’s 
cranium. For lining-up shots, Helen Irving stood 
in for Elisabeth Sladen, while Tommy Knight was 
doubled by Christian Byard between actual takes to 
allow him to attend to any schoolwork. 


he team was out on location on 
Tuesday 21 April, with the Linea 
Building on St Mellons Business 
Park in Cardiff featuring as the 
exterior of Genetec Systems, Mina 
Anwar and Ace Bhatti rejoined the cast as Rani’s 
parents, Gita and Haresh Chandra, with Mina 
starting the day with a driving lesson at Upper Boat

The material with Sarah Jane visiting the 
corporation was taped first, followed by scenes 
with Haresh and Gita making their unwelcome 
visit, and then the arrival of the gang with Tybo; a 
second camera unit also recorded CCTV monitor 
shots of the characters outside the premises. 
Moving inside, sequences of the Chandras fleeing 
the Judoon on the second floor landing were 
performed, along with Tybo facing the security 
staff and the apprehension of Rani’s parents in the 
reception area. 

Two units were at work again at St Mellons 
Business Park on Wednesday 22. The main 
crew recorded inside the Linea Building as 
Clyde tricked Tybo into breaking the rules, the 
Chandras attempted to escape. After this, the 
team moved into the Nano Lab for the youngsters 
encountering the possessed ‘Sarah Jane’ and 
Androvax demanding the nanoforms from Yorke, 
with Terence Maynard joining the cast as the 
executive; Terence had played Mr Van Helsing in 
CBBC’s Young Dracula as well as appearing in series 
such as Roger, Roger and Holby City. Meanwhile, a 
splinter unit recorded plate shots of the building 
exterior into which the CGI spaceship would later 
be inserted, with Helen and Christian standing in

In post-production, there was the element of 
overlap with Dreamland; the Roswell spaceship 
design developed by production designer Arwel 
Wyn Jones was passed to the animation company 
Littleloud who were developing Dreamland, which

As usual, part of the post-production process 
was the addition of Mr Smith’s dialogue as 
recorded by actor and comedian Alexander 
Armstrong.

here had been a notion that 
I was going to be in The Sarah 
Jane Adventures way back. It’s 
always been vaguely talked 
about,” David Tennant told 
Doctor Who Magazine. 
Although the Doctor had 
previously been glimpsed in 
flashbacks of footage from Doctor Who in Secrets 
of the Stars (2008), and some of the Sarah Jane 
Adventures characters had previously crossed over 
into Doctor Who in the episodes The Stolen Earth and 
Journey’s End (2008), this would be the character's 
first proper appearance in an adventure with all 
of the Bannerman Road gang. As such, it would 
have to be a very special occasion and a very deadly 
threat to Sarah Jane to require his presence. And 
that meant the Trickster. 

The Trickster had previously appeared in 
Whatever Happened to Sarah Jane? (2007) and The 
Temptation of Sarah Jane Smith (2008), in both 
cases playing with time to create some traumatic 
episodes in Sarah’s life. These scripts had been 
written by Gareth Roberts, who had co-written 
the series’ opening adventure, Invasion of the Bane 
(2007), with showrunner Russell T Davies, as 
well as contributing various scripts to Doctor Who 
since 2007. Gareth’s contribution to the series was 
eagerly anticipated by Elisabeth Sladen, who found 
that his scripts offered her many special moments. 

It had been planned in November 2008 that 
the third series of The Sarah Jane Adventures would 
climax with the sixth and final adventure by Gareth 
in which the Trickster would bring about the day 
of Sarah Jane’s wedding as part of his grander 
plan to cause chaos. There was a requirement 
that the character of Luke should not be involved 
to a great extent because it was envisaged that 
Tommy Knight would need to be released for his

However, it was hoped that after his appearance 
in Enemy of the Bane (2008) in the previous series, 
Nicholas Courtney would be available to reprise his 
familiar role of Brigadier Sir Alistair Lethbridge-

The presence of the Doctor came about because 
during 2008, David Tennant had indicated that 
he would be happy to feature in The Sarah Jane

of Time, However, David’s availability in the wake 
of his work on Doctor Who was limited, and so his 
appearance in The Sarah Jane Adventures would need 
to be recorded as the third story, As such, Gareth’s 
scripts occupied the slots for Episodes 5 and 6 
and would be made in Block Three, Unfortunately, 
as spring 2009 arrived, Nicholas Courtney's 
health was poor. Thus, he reluctantly had to 

drop out of the invitation to come and record in 
Wales; this was a blow, as having appeared as the 
Brigadier on-screen with many of the previous 
Doctors, he very much wanted to work with David 
Tennant’s Tenth Doctor, and was proud of his 
long association with Doctor Who and its spin-off. 
The production team confirmed that Lethbridge- 
Stewart would not be appearing on Thursday 

2 April. 

The story was helmed by director Joss Agnew, 
who had already recorded Prisoner of the Judoon in 
Block One. The shooting scripts for Episodes 5 and 
6 were issued on Monday 13 April. The readthrough 
for Block Three was held on Wednesday 15 April, 
alongside Block One; this was one of the days when 
David Tennant was not required for recording on 
The End of Time and so was able to attend with the 
rest of the cast. Tommy Knight later commented 
of hearing David talking in his own accent, “I 
didn’t know he was Scottish!

Most of the early scenes for Episode 5 were 
recorded, and Daniel Anthony also had a fitting for 
Clyde’s wedding outfit.

Boat. Yellow rewrites were now issued on Episode 
5, covered Sarah Jane assuring Luke about Peter, 
Clyde and Rani deciding to check out Peter’s home, 
and Sarah Jane revealing her engagement. Green 
revisions were then made to Episode 6 on Tuesday 
19 May, with small changes to the sequences of the 
Doctor’s party in reception, both the Doctor and 
later Clyde confronting the Trickster, Peter’s self- 
sacrifice, and the closing scenes with the Doctor.

the first three days of the following 
week, before director Alice 
Troughton handed the unit over

from the production schedule. With the usual 
co-operation from the local police, Clinton Road

Mina Anwar as Gita and guest star Nigel Havers 
as Peter Dalton; Nigel Havers was best known for 
the 1981 film Chariots of Fire and then his 1980s BBC 
sitcom Don’t Wait Up plus other television series 
including Nicholas Nickleby, The Charmer, The Good 
Guys, Dangerfield and Manchild. At the start of the 
day, there was another show-and-tell session with 
Mat Irvine demonstrating the capabilities of the Kg 
prop to the production team, and there was driving 
practice for anyone required to take the wheel of 

a vehicle that day, including Elisabeth Sladen’s 
stand-in Helen Irving. The exterior sequences at 
Bannerman Road required the presence of Gita’s 
Bloomin’ Lovely van, Haresh’s Volvo and also a 
Royal Mail van. Lunchtime saw a visit from Ian 
Smith and Richard Jenkins of the BBC’s Sarah 

Jane website so that they could furnish Daniel 
Anthony and Anjli Mohindra with digital cameras 
on which to record their personal diaries during 
production. One of the first items to be recorded 
was The Diary Cams which featured Daniel and 
Tommy with appearances from Tommy's double 
Christian, Mina Anwar and Joss Agnew plus other 


members of the crew. Another was Controlling Ко 
in which Tommy discussed the Kg prop with Mat 
Irvine. The Travast Prolong alien was furnished 

by effects assistant Lee Hallett, and added to the 
schedule was a sequence from Episode 9 — the first 
instalment of the Mona Lisa narrative. Following 
the wrap, Joss performed a гессе of the Limbo set 
which had been constructed back at Upper Boat, 
while Alice Troughton and a splinter unit recorded 
establishing shots of Bannerman Road at night for 
Block Two. 

Friday 22 May found the team back at Upper 
Boat and without Tommy Knight who was released 
for the day. Returning to the cast was Paul Mare 
Davis in his recurring role as the Trickster; once 


again, Paul donned the alien prosthetic supplied 
by Fiona Walsh of Millennium FX. Work began on 
the Limbo and hotel door set in Studio 6, on which 
all the crew had to wear special blue shoe covers 

to prevent any marks on the stark whiteness. The 
sequences of the Trickster and Clyde in the eerie 
mist were taped, along with a shot of Helen Irving 
doubling as Sarah Jane at the hotel door. Over in 
Studio 5, an empty version of attic set was used to 
show the flash forward for the married Peter and 
Sarah Jane, and on the usual attic set the material 
of the gang telling Sarah Jane about the capture of 
Travast Prolong was taped, plus pick-ups on the 
scene of Sarah Jane announcing the attic closure, 
Moving to the living room of the Chandra’s house, 
scenes with Clyde and Rani plus the mysterious 
parcel were taped; in tandem, insert shots of 
Christian Byard as Tommy with the Kg prop were 
recorded on the bedroom set by a second unit.

the 2010 series of The 
Sarah Jane Adventures 
had begun at a meeting 
between all the writers 
and production team on 
Friday 12 June 2009. During 
this meeting, ideas were discussed 
which could form stories for the new series. At this 
point it was planned that Luke — played by Tommy 
Knight – would only appear in the first two of the six 
stories and then he would leave with Kg; this would 
allow Tommy to revise for and sit his examinations 
over the summer, By late 2009, Tommy was 16 
years old and starting his two years of studying for 
his A levels. During 2009, production had been 
arranged partly around Tomm ailability as 
he sat his GCSEs, but with career opportunities 
other than acting in mind, Tommy wanted to have 
plenty of study time and as such asked to have less 
involvement with the new series. However, the 
characters of Clyde and Rani ~ as played by Daniel 
Anthony and Anjli Mohindra ~ would remain 
alongside Elisabeth Sladen’s Sarah Jane Smith 
to the end of the run. 

The development of the younger characters 
across the new run specifically built into the 
stories. “It’s kind of like what the children watching 
will do, what they might be planning,” Elisabeth 
Sladen told the Coventry Telegraph. “Tommy found 
itdifficult last year because of the filming schedule 
and his exams, and we didn’t want that again. 

So this year, when Luke goes off to university,

Joseph submitted seven new story ideas on

In early 2010, it was clear that there would be a 
change in the line-up of the producers. Producer 
Nikki Wilson would be stepping up to join Russell 
Т Davies as an executive producer on the series, as 
well as working on other BBC Cymru series such 
as revived period drama Upstairs Downstairs; Julie 
Gardner was now — like Russell — based in Los 
Angeles working for BBC America, while the other 
former executive producer, Piers Wenger, was now 
more involved with the production of Doctor Who 
which had been recording since the previous July. 
Taking over from Nikki as producer was Brian

Minchin, who had been а script editor on Torchwood 
since 2006, script editor of episodes of Doctor Who 
since 2007, assistant producer on the mini-series 
Torchwood: Children of Earth in 2008, and producer 
on both the Comic Relief mini-adventure for The Sarah 
Jane Adventures and the Doctor Who insert for Tonight's 
the Night during spring 2009. 

Speaking to DWM, Russell also commented 
of his executive producer role on The Sarah Jane 
Adventures, “I’m a good bit more hands off than 
with Doctor Who. I keep a close eye on scripts – some 
ideas are the writer’s, some arë mine, some аге 
a collaboration. And some have been knocking 
around for a long time... I’m across every draft, 
then I watch weekly assemblies of the shoot, then 
every edit and every dub.” 


In the meantime, prior to the start of recording, 
Elisabeth Sladen was reunited with one of her 
former Doctors – Tom Baker — at the SFX Weekender 
convention at Camber Sands over the weekend of 
Friday 5 and Saturday 6 February. Tommy Knight 
appeared at the Midlands MCM Expo at Telford 
on Saturday 20 February, and was then one of 
the guests at the Gallifrey One convention in Los 
Angeles from Friday 26 to Sunday 28 February, 
appearing alongside other Sarah Jane Adventures 
luminaries such as co-producer Phil Ford, script 
editor Gary Russell, directors Graeme Harper and 
Alice Troughton, plus voice artiste Nicholas Briggs. 
Since the previous series, Tommy had also appeared 
in an episode of The Bill – Held Responsible— broadcast 
in January 2010, and Elisabeth had featured in the 
BBC Four documentary Sidekick Stories, screened 
in early March. 

The first tone meeting for Series Four was held 
on Tuesday 2 March. In a break from the pattern 
established previously, it was decided that with 
the time and budget available, production for the 
fourth series would dovetail into the first half of 
Series Five. Reverting to the production patterns

On Thursday 4 March, the BBC Press Office 
announced ‘Sarah Jane returns to CBBC for two 
further series of adventures’. It was confirmed 
that CBBC Controller Damian Kavanagh had 
commissioned two new series — а total of 24 half- 
hour episodes — the first of which would appear 
in the autumn and feature ‘the Nightmare Man, 
the sinister Shansheeth, the series’ first visit to an 
alien world, and even a dangerous journey back 
into history.’ Production would then continue with 
the fifth series for 2011. Recording was to start 
later that month, with the writers for the 2010 run 
specified as including co-producer Phil Ford, Joseph 
Lidster, Rupert Laight, Gareth Roberts and Clayton 
Hickman, “We are thrilled to be making many 
more episodes of The Sarah Jane Adventures,” declared 
Damian Kavanagh. “It has been a huge ratings and 
critical success on CBBC and we hope our viewers 
are going to be hooked on Sarah Jane’s action- 
packed adventures for some time to come.” 

Recording on the 2010 series of Doctor Who had 
concluded at Upper Boat Studios on Saturday 20 
March. The first readthrough for the new run of The 
Sarah Jane Adventures was then held on Thursday 25 
March. Recording on the series got underway on 
Monday 29 March with a standard recording day

From 2001, Katy became involved with Big 
Finish’s range of Doctor Who audio adventur 
she was visiting the United Kingdom; initially she 
played the eccentric time-travelling Iris Wildthyme 
in Excelis Dawns (2002) and would later reprise the 
role in her own audio series from 2005 onwards.

appearance. However, Katy hadn't been told 

about the planned return of Jo in The Sarah Jane 
Adventures by her agent, who in turn wasn’t yet able 
to tell her anything. Ultimately, Russell T Davies 
telephoned Katy from Los Angeles to explain about 
her character's return to television – and to guide 
Katy around London since the actress had got lost 
on her way to the theatre! Talking to TV Choice, Katy 
commented of Jo that “she’s been buried under 

a pile of other demented characters that I have 
played! When Jo was told that she was going to 
come out she was like, ‘Out of my way, out of my 
way!’ Also you have to bear in mind she couldn’t 
be an elderly woman in mini-skirts and platform 
shoes. So you have to think about this woman 

who has matured.” 

“Phil was meant to be writing the story at that 
point, but hadn’t actually put anything down on 
paper, and never actually did,” explained Russell. 
When work on the stories for the fifth series of 
The Sarah Jane Adventures took priority for Phil 
Ford, [producer] Nikki Wilson called Russell in 
Los Angeles and asked him if he would be willing 
to write the Doctor/Jo story himself. Russell was

happy to seize this opportunity; although һе 

had created the series format and many of its 
characters, he had not had the opportunity to 
actually script for them since writing the début 
instalment – Invasion of the Bane — in 2006, and even 
this had been a collaboration with Gareth Roberts. 
“The greatest attraction of taking this commission 
was not just introducing the Eleventh Doctor and 
Јо to SJA-world, but getting to.write for Lis, Daniel 
[Anthony] and Anjli [Mohindra],” Russell told 

the CBBC website. “I’ve spent so long creating 
these characters, and working on every draft of the 
scripts, every edit and dub, without being able to 
give them words myself.” 

There was also the matter of confirming the 
availability of Matt Smith after production on his 
début series of Doctor Who had concluded in March 
2010. “The opportunity arose towards the end of 
filming my first series as Doctor Who and I jumped 
at the chance,” Matt commented of the adventure 
in a BBC Press Office bulletin. “I knew Russell was 
going to write the episodes.” 

The assignment for The Sarah Jane Adventures 
would also be Russell’s first opportunity to write 


for the Eleventh Doctor, played by Matt Smith, 
whose first series was due to air from Easter 2010. 
“By the time I came to write Death of the Doctor, 

I'd only read the scripts for The Eleventh Hour and 
The Time of Angels, then I'd stopped, not wanting 

to be spoiled! But then I had to research Matt 
Smith’s Doctor, so [Doctor Who showrunner) Steven 
[Moffat] kindly sent me copies of the finished 
edits of The Time of Angels and Flesh and Stone 
without finished music and effects, but I’m used to 
watching that sort of copy! І also e-mailed Steven 
about the Eleventh Doctor’s character in general, 
and about where to park (ће Doctor’s companion] 
Amy. I then discovered this meant both Amy and 
[her husband) Rory, so the whole wedding [seen 
in The Big Bang) was spoiled for me! Steven was 
actually very keen for past and present companions 
to meet up, even if this meant Amy popping her 
head out of the TARDIS right at the very end, or 
something... until I told him the budget, and that 
any more guest stars would cause CBBC to fall off 
air. He walked away laughing. Also, round about 
this time, Chris Chibnall was in the US, fresh from 
having been on set for The Hungry Earth, so I spoke

to him about the Doctor, too. And Gareth Roberts 
filled me in on (ће Doctor saying] ‘Come along, 
Pond!’ which I adapted to ‘Come along, Smith!” 


hen writing for Jo Jones, Russell 
was keen to be true to the original 
character. Jo’s clumsy entrance at 

the Gathering of Remembrance was 

inspired by Katy’s tales of her arrival 
at the audition for the role of Jo back in 1970; she 
had been late and got lost at the BBC, since she had 
forgotten her spectacles and was therefore unable 
to find the correct room where the production 
team was waiting to see prospective actresses. 
Russell also thought carefully about the moment 
when Sarah Jane and Јо — two former companions 
of the Doctor — would meet for the first time. “I 
love that moment in The Avengers when Tara King 
and Emma Peel pass on the stairs, but a couple of 
lines wouldn't be enough for Jo and Sarah Jane,” 
commented Russell in DWM with reference to the 
1960s ABC adventure series and the departure of 
one of John Steed’s colleagues as his new partner 
arrived in the 1968 episode The Forget-Me-Knot. 


Of the new alien undertaker race, the 
Shansheeth, Russell told CBBC that “vultures just 
seem to fit funerals. Don’t they? Or rather, they fit 
death. But the way vultures circle around death. 
Picking over the bones. They must sort of enjoy it, 
mustn’t they? So that created the image of these 
morbid, lugubrious mourners, relishing their 
perpetual sadness.” In a moment of continuity- 
hanging mischief, Russell's script suggested 
that the number of times that a Time Lord could 
regenerate might not be 12 
Doctor Who stories since The Deadly Assassin (1976) 

but 507. The script also concluded with a speech 
from Sarah Jane which made reference to many of 
the Doctor’s other human companions from the 
twentieth century. “It just fitted the whole theme of 
and of time pa: Il told CBBC, 
nd it was a salute, to those lovely characters, and 
happy times... I enjoyed looking back, and in a way, 
that’s what the whole story is about, isn’t it? Loving 
the past. Having been through that proce: of 
realising that Jo is one of the few companions who 
could walk through the door, it made me wonder 
about the others. And then I realised that Sarah 
Jane must have wondered in the same way. For 
old-time viewers, it’s a nice nod ~ and it’s also 
worth pointing out that it’s all supposition on 
Sarah Jane’s part.” 

Because of the availability of Matt Smith, the 
story with the Doctor was shifted to Episodes 5 
and 6 in the fourth series. It would form part of 
Block Two along with Episodes 7 and 8, a batch 
of episodes to be directed by Ashley Way. Born in 
Cardiff in 1971, Ashley had started as a writer and

NIT — the Unified Intelligence 
Taskforce ~ made another 
appearance in The Sarah 
Jane Adventures; they had 
previously been seen in 
Enemy of the Bane (2008) and had originally 
been created for the 1968 Doctor Who story 
The Invasion, with Sarah Jane Smith working 
alongside them in The Time Warrior (1973/4), 
Invasion of the Dinosaurs (1974), Planet of the 
Spiders, Robot (1974/5), Terror of the Zygons 
(1975), The Android Invasion (1975) and The 
Seeds of Doom (1976).

As with 
The Wedding of Sarah Jane Smith, Brigadier 
Lethbridge-Stewart was still in Peru, Karim 
also commented that Miss Shaw could not 
get back from Moonbase; this was Doctor 
Elizabeth Shaw who had been the Doctor’s 
colleague at UNIT during the first stage of 
his Earth exile from the stories Spearhead 
from Space (1970) to Inferno (1970), while in 
the chronology of Doctor Who, it had been 
established that a moonbase 
for weather control ~ had been established 
on the Earth’s satellite by the events of The 
Moonbase (1967), set in 2070. 

On seeing the Groske, Sarah Jane, Rani 
and Clyde believed that these were in fact

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Graske, whom they had encountered before 
in Whatever Happened to Sarah Jane? and The 
Temptation of Sarah Jane Smith in the form 
of Krizlok; the Graske had been created by

Sarah Jane then 
recalled earlier incarnations of the Doctor, 
shown as the fourth incarnation in Pyramids 
of Mars (1975) and the third incarnation in 
Death to the Daleks (1974) 

In Part Two, Sarah Jane’s memories 
of the TARDIS were represented by the 
Bannerman Road gang entering the vessel 
in The Wedding of Sarah jane Smith, the Doctor 
and his friends operating the TARDIS in 
Journey’s End (2008), the Doctor in the 
TARDIS control room in Pyramids of Mars 
(1975) and the Doctor activating the scanner 
of the secondary TARDIS control room in 
The Masque of Mandragora (1976). For Jo, her 
recollections were of the TARDIS arriving 
in the hold of the $5 Bernice in Carnival of 
Monsters, the TARDIS being hauled from a 
bomb crater by UNIT in The Time Monster 
(1972), the second and third incarnations of 
the Doctor in the TARDIS control room from 
The Three Doctors and the first incarnation 
appearing on the scanner in the same story. 

Going back further, Sarah recalled first 
the Doctor from School Reunion, and then

disguised as an Egyptian mummy at Marcus 
Scarman’s Priory in 1911, and the masked 
Sutekh, then the fanatical botanist Harrison 
Chase from The Seeds of Doom, the anti- 
matter monster encountered on Zeta Minor 
in Planet of Evil (1975), a tyrannosaurus 

rex transported to modern-day London in 
Invasion of the Dinosaurs (1974) and also her 
old friend Brigadier Lethbridge-Stewart 
from the same adventure. 

Sarah’s memories then continued with 
the Doctor and UNIT medical officer Harry 
Sullivan in the Doctor’s car Bessie talking to 
the Brigadier and RSM Benton at the end of 
Robot, before memories of The Hand of Fear in 
which the fossilised hand of Eldrad returned 
to life, first bonding with Sarah to create 
a humanoid version of itself and finally 
regaining its true form as а full Kastrian оп 
its home world. A pair of Zygons was then 
seen from Terror of the Zygons, followed by 
Davros - the Kaled creator of the Daleks

and two of the Daleks themselves from

Android Invasion then came images of 
four deadly android mechanics, the Doctor 
watching one of the faceless androids, and 
then the features of Styggron, the chief 
scientist of the Kraals.

seen Major Daly gazing out of the lounge 
on the SS Bernice as a plesiosaur attacked 
the vessel apparently in the year 1926, the 
Drashig repelled by the Doctor’s use of 
his sonic screwdriver to detonate marsh 
gas, Claire Daly and Lieutenant Andrews 
aboard the 55 Bernice and also Shirna, the 
Lurman showgiel whose colleague owned

Jo then recalled the events 
of The Daemons (1971) in 
which she had faced the 
animated gargoyle 
Bok, the satanic rites 
of the Master, and 
Azal — the last of the 
Demons. From her 
trip to the planet 
Solos in the thirtieth 
century in The Mutants 
(1972), she then saw 
the Doctor aboard 
Skybase One and one of

before recalling one of the ape 
like Ogrons from the twenty- 
sixth century of Frontier in Space, 
Again from The Mutants, she saw 
the Solonian Ky with mutated 
members of his race, and also 
the evil Marshal who had ruled 
Solos as an Earth colony. From 
Frontier in Space, Jo recalled 
the reptilian Draconians, and

Peladon in The Curse of Peladon, she could see

had asked her to marry him.

departure of his Sontaran vessel in The Last 
Sontaran (2008), the transformation of Elijah

he team returned to the Millennium 
Stadium and its underground 
car park on Wednesday 5 May, 
with more journalists in tow. 
John Ainsworth from Doctor Who 
Magazine arrived late morning to cover the 
recording of this special story, while the team was 
joined over lunch by Justin Johnson and Michelle 
White from the British Film Institute, which was 
planning a special advance screening of the story 
for later in the Anjli also rejoined the team 
after her day off. Various corridor scenes were 
recorded, including the first sight of the Groske — 
with Jimmy Vee performing multiplication shots 
as all of the aliens — and then the kids pursuing 
the Groske into the wall. The scenes of the Doctor 
swapping places with Clyde across the cliffhanger 
were recorded, followed by the party's escape from 
the Shansheeth. “The Shansheeth are brilliant. 1 
definitely think we should get them into an episode 
of Doctor Who,” Matt told the BBC Press Office. 
Doctor Who executive producer Piers Wenger 
dropped in on recording at the stadium the 
following day, while other visitors included 


journalists from Total TV Guide and Nitro who were 
to interview Matt at the end of the day; Matt also 
recorded material for a special trailer with a team 
from Red Bee Media. Recording from 8am to 8pm 
covered more corridor scenes, this time outside the 
bedroom and also of the Docto: enes inside the 
bedroom for Episode 6. The day concluded with 
the sequence at the rocket gantry as Karim revealed 
how the Doctor’s remains would be disposed of. 
Matt recalled one particular piece of his dialogue 
from this day when talking to the BBC Press Office: 
“There’s a line... that refers to a ventilation shaft – 
when Lis was Tom Baker's ant her character 
got stuck in a [service] shaft [in The Ark in Space 
(1975)] so my line is: ‘ventilation shaft... that takes 
me back — or maybe it’s forward.’ So I am aware of 
the heritage and aware too that I am just another 
stage in this very brilliant and wonderful show.” 
Another extended day ~ running from 7am 
to урт ~ was scheduled to complete all Matt’s 
material at Upper Boat on Friday 7 May. First of all, 
the scenes in the ventilation shafts with the Doctor 
were recorded in Studio 6, followed by the final 
scene in the now destroyed funeral chamber with 


the Doctor helping his two former companions 

out of their lead-lined shield. Around all this, 

both Lis and Matt recorded pieces to camera for a 
camera crew from CBBC, while assistant producer 
Hannah Williams of Doctor Who Confidential was also 
in attendance. The scene with the Doctor and his 
companions aboard the standing TARDIS set was 
recorded in Studio 1+2, following which a Radio 

Times publicity session was held, The shot of the 
police box dematerialising from Sarah Jane’s attic 
as also recorded at the end of the day. 

With the bulk of the Doctor storyline completed, 
much of the remainder of the block was devoted 
to Episodes 7 and 8. Work on Episodes 5 and 6 
resumed on Monday 17 May back at Upper Boat. 
Between 8am and 8pm, the remaining scenes in 
the ventilation shafts were recorded, followed 
by sequences іп the Groske’s Den for Episode 6.

In post-production, providing the voice of 
Shansheeth Blue was David Bradley, best known 
for playing the role of Filch the caretaker in the 
successful Harry Potter movie series, while Phillip 
Hurd-Wood — who had voiced the Graske in the 
series before — was the natural choice to provide 
the tones of the Groske. In terms of the incidental 
score, the big orchestral march for the Shansheeth 
was composed by Dan Watts, while Sam Watts 
focussed on the rest of the score.

However, this was soon abandoned for various 
reasons and replaced by the story idea which 
ultimately became The Waters of Mars. 

With the structure and stories of the new series 
revised, Gareth was now allocated the fourth slot 
with the requirement that the narrative should 
feature very little of Sarah Jane Smith herself- 


allowing Elisabeth Sladen a mid-season break in 
production —and that instead the focus should 
firmly be on the characters of Rani and Clyde.

The shooting scripts for Episode 7 and 8 were

Rani observing that the sudden disappearance of 
the human race had not resulted in any damage,

In the script, Clyde’s mobile was to play 

Dizzee Rascal’s Bonkers (‘or something 

appropriately inappropriate’), the English 

rapper's Number One hit from May 2009. 
Lady Jane Grey ruled England from 

10 to 19 July 1553 ~ hence ‘the nine-day 

Queen’ — having been left the crown in 

the will of her cousin King Edward VI who 

was trying to keep the country Protestant 

rather than having the throne pass to his 

half-sisters Mary and Elizabeth. During her 

reign, Queen Jane resided solely within the 

secure bounds of the Tower of London and 

became a prisoner when the Privy Council 

proclaimed Mary to be ruler, Part of Jane’s 

household was her old nurse, Mistress Ellen; 

according to legend drawn from Victorian 

fiction, Mistress Ellen was supposedly one 

of the two women who escorted Jane to 

the scaffold. In spring 1553, Jane had been 

forced by her father to become engaged to 

Lord Guildford Dudley, the son of the Duke 

of Northumberland; they were married 


оп 21 May, against Jane’s wishes. It was 
Northumberland who aimed to consolidate 
his own power by supporting Jane’s claim 
to the throne. Matilda referred to the royal 
courtier Mary Arundell, the Countess of 
Arundel, and in her conversation with Trent 
mentioned Sir Thomas Wyatt who had 
actively supported Northumberland’s desire 
to have Jane crowned queen; escaping 
punishment by Queen Магу, he later led a 
rebellion against the new ruler in 1554 and 
was subsequently executed, 
Jane was executed for treason 
on 12 February 1554. At the 
end of the story, Rani read 
out the letter written by Jane 
in her Greek Testament to 
her sister Katherine Grey 
shortly before her execution. 
In the shooting script, it was 
noted that Rani’s laptop 
would be displaying the 
‘Streatham Portrait’ of Lady Jane Grey, a 
picture inscribed ‘Lady Jayne’ which had 
been discovered in a house in Streatham іп 
early 2006 and purchased by the National 
Gallery in 2007.

However, there were to be various changes in 
the coming months, “We were both commissioned 
for a Christmas Special for which we produced a 
storyline,” explained Clayton, “Then there wasn’t 
going to be a Christmas Special.

o accompany the fourth seri 
six compilation programmes 
under the title Sarah Jane's 
Alien Files — or SJA Alien Files 
cording to the opening 
tles — were made for CBBC. 
The notion for a spin-off 
programme arose in late 2009. 

BBC wanted to develop a support programme to 
give ‘extra value’ for its viewers around the core 
series, enhancing the viewing experience for the 
audience, and also increasing the profile of the 
parent show. The СВІ xecutive producer for 
the project would be Gillian Scothern; Gillian had 

ед on many CBBC series, including the second 
series of Totally Doctor Who in 2007. 

During spring 2010, a number of ideas were 
considered by the CBBC team for a format which 
would offer a blend of new and existing material. 
These ideas were discussed with the BBC Wales 
production team, particularly executive produce’ 
Nikki Wilson and Russell Т Davies, plus іпсоті 
producer Brian Minchin. Russell liked a proposal 
which would see abridged versions of earlier 
adventures related with new linking material 
featuring the regular characters. This idea was 
similar to an strand developed on the BBC website. 
During the firs 5 of The Sarah Jane Adventures in 

a series of Data Updates had been available on 

The Gorgon, Kudlak, The Trickster, Graske and Return of 
the Family Slitheen; these had been 30-second items 
linking clips and images with specially-recorded 
narration from Alexander Armstrong as Mr Smith. 
This had been adapted for Doctor Who in 2008 when 
the website offered a series of Monster Files with 
narration from John Barrowman. For the second 

ries of The Sarah Jane Adventures in 2008, more Data 
Updates – with a longer duration ~ were produced for 
The Sontarans, Odd Bob, The Ancient Lights, The Puzzle 
Box and Mrs WormwoodjCommander Kaagh; again, 
these were clips with a new Mr Smith commentary, 

For the third series in 2009, the website offered 
the more elaborate series of The Alien Files; running 
to around three minutes each, these items featured 
new framing footage of either Daniel Anthony as 
Clyde or Anjli Mohindra as Rani on the attic set 
playing out a short narrative, within which Mr Smith 
would access the video vault files of the creatures 


about Androvax (Prisoner of the Judoon), the second 
comprised Clyde’s homework on black holes leading 
to a discussion about Eve (The Man Woman in the 
Attic), the third featured Rani asking Mr Smith about

from the regular characters recorded on the 

attic set as they interacted with Mr Smith. The 
programmes would see vital information on 
aliens being fed into the Xylok by the Bannerman 
Road gang on behalf of the viewers; tying in with 
the storyline of Goodbye, Sarah Jane Smith, Sarah Jane 
realised that she could not defend Earth indefinitely 
and that her young friends would soon be heading 
off to lead their own lives at university. As such, 
knowledge needed to be pooled in a comprehensive 
database for future generations: “Pay attention. 
One day Earth may be depending on you.” 

The producer for the series was John Piper, who 
had worked on CBBC series such as Space Hoppers 
and BBC Music Entertainment's I'm in a Rock'n'Roll 
Band as well as having a solid track record in the 
industry with series using archival clips such as 
Without Walls and Raiders of the Lost Archives. John 
developed the storylines for the six shows in 
consultation with Russell T Davies, CBBC and BBC 
Cymru. Scripts were then drafted and run past the 
production team in Cardiff, with lead writer Phil 
Ford adding additional detail or making changes to 
ensure that Sarah Jane's Alien Files were consistent in 
style and continuity with the parent show. 

The director on the series was Pip Banyard, 
who had experience of archive shows such as 
After They Were Famous, numerous documentaries 
and episodes of Coronation Street. The six editions 
of Sarah Jane's Alien Files were to be recorded оп 
the attic set, with the presenters using autocue 
for some of their delivery; three sessions were 
scheduled towards the end of production on the 
first batch of Series Five episodes due for broadcast 
in 2011. The first session took place on Friday 30 
July 2010 – the final day on Block Five and опе 
where both Elisabeth Sladen and the attic set were 
free – and would see the recording of the two 
instalments hosted by Sarah Jane herself, at this 
point scheduled as the first and third in broadcast 
order. The CBBC crew worked alongside members 
of the production team for The Sarah Jane Adventures 
while in pre-production and for recording at 
Upper Boat. Episode 1 covered information on 
the Trickster and the Graske, with sequences 
from Whatever Happened to Sarah Jane? (2007) and 
The Wedding of Sarah Jane Smith (2009); this was 
taped from 8am to rpm. In the dialogue, Mr Smith 
commented on other members of the Pantheon of 
Discord, including the time beetle and the fortune 
teller from the Doctor Who episode Turn Left (2008); 
similarly, the Xylok observed that the Graske’s 
home world of Griffoth was stolen and transferred 
to the Medusa Cascade by the Daleks in The Stolen 
Earth (2008) —as stated in the 2008 book Doctor 
Who: The Time Traveller's Almanac. 

Episode 3 — ultimately broadcast fourth — saw 
Sarah Jane emailing Luke, which resulted in Mr 


aéy 
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Smith prompting her to record data regarding the 
Slitheen, the Blathereen and Rakweed with material 
from Revenge of the Slitheen (2007) and The Gift; this 
was recorded from 2pm to 6pm, The Slitheens’ 
home world Raxacoricofallapatorius was defined 
as being in the Isop Galaxy, visited by the Doctor 
when he landed on Vortis in The Web Planet (1965) 
and referred to in Bad Wolf (2005) ~ another fact 
from The Time Traveller's Almanac. The Slitheens’ 
alliance with the Uvodni, Sontarans, Daleks and 
Cybermen in the Doctor Who episode The Pandorica 
Opens (2010) was also mentioned, Mr Smith 
compared the Blathereen-Slitheen feud to the bitter 
history between the Daleks and the Time Lords 
(noted in stories such as Resurrection of the Daleks 
(1984) and referencing the Time War in episodes 
such as Dalek (2005) and The End of Time (2000/10)), 
and the war between the Sontarans and the Rutan 
host (referencing stories such as The Time Warrior 
(1973/4) and Horror of Fang Rock (1977)). With the 
second edition taped, the final hour of the studio 
session was spent with Elisabeth recording for 
links for the CBBC channel. 

The remaining sessions for Sarah Jane's Alien Files 
were held the following week, prior to the attic set 
being mothballed until production would resume 
in 2011. Tuesday 3 August saw Tommy Knight 
recording the linking sequences for his shows. In 
the morning, Episode 2 — broadcast third — was 
taped, showing Luke returning from university with 
his washing and explaining to Mr Smith that Kg 
was back in Oxford; Sarah Jane had explained how 
she wanted him to upload information for the Alien 
Files, and it seemed appropriate to start with Mrs 
Wormwood and the Bane — who had created him in 
Invasion of the Bane (2007) — and also encompass the 
events of Enemy of the Bane (2008), which meant an 
additional entry about the Sontarans with elements 
of The Last Sontaran (2008). Mr Smith now indicated 
that the Sontaran home world, Sontar, was located 
in Mutter’s Spiral, the Gallifreyan name for Earth’s 
own galaxy as defined in The Deadly Assassin (1976). 
From 2pm to 7pm, Episode 6 was recorded. In 
this edition, Luke arrived home to find a note from 
his mother (with voiceover from Elisabeth Sladen) 
saying that she was away investigating a fossilised 
Silurian egg at the Pharos Institute; the Silurians 
were a reptilian race native to Earth which had 
been in hibernation for millions of years as seen 
in Doctor Who and the Silurians (1970), Warriors of the 
Deep (1984) and The Hungry Earth/Cold Blood (2010) 
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while the Pharos Institute had first been referred 
to in The Lost Boy (2007). As such Luke – who was 
studying astrophysics – reminisced about his 


alien-chasing days by uploading to the aliemfiles 
data on Androvax and the Judoon; Luke imparted 
information about Prisoner of the Judoon while Mr 
Smith filled him in on the events of The Vault of 
Secrets, forming an entry for Mister Dread. The 
Judoon were compared to other alien versions of 
Earth animals such as the wasp-like Vespiform 
from The Unicorn and the Wasp (2008), the fish-like 
Hath from The Doctor’s Daughter (2008) and the 
Cheetah People from Survival (1989), while the 
entry on Androvax referred to the Doctor’s enemies 
the Cybermen — first seen in The Tenth Planet (1966) 
— апа the Beast encountered іп The Satan Pit (2006). 
The following day, recording was completed. 
Anjli Mohindra recorded Episode 4 — broadcast 
second — from 8am to 1pm; in this instance, 
Rani wanted to practice her interview skills as 
a journalist which led to her logging details on 
the Entity, Eve and Ship depicted by The Day of the 
Clown (2008) and The Mad Woman in the Attic. In Mr 
Smith’s dialogue, it was stated that Eve’s home 
world was destroyed in the same Time War which 
had wiped out the Time Lords and the Daleks. 
From 2pm to 7pm, Daniel Anthony recorded 
Episode 5 in character as Clyde; for this edition, 
Clyde was sketching Mr Smith before giving his 
contribution to the Alien Files which comprised the 
Berserkers and the Mona Lisa with abridgements 
of The Mark of the Berserker (2008) and Mona Lisa’s 
Revenge. The material about the Mona Lisa also 
made reference to the events of City of Death (1979) 
in which Scaroth of the Jagaroth — alias Captain 
Tancredi — commissioned Leonardo da Vinci to 
paint six more copies of the Mona Lisa in 1505. 
The six finished editions each aired originally 
after the Monday afternoon CBBC broadcasts of 
The Sarah Jane Adventures, The first two editions were 
then repeated the following Sunday at around 1pm 
and around gam and 3pm on Mondays, after which 
the Sunday repeats continued alone for the third 
and fourth editions to 7 November before resuming 
on 28 November to conclude the run. The first 
broadcasts all performed extremely well, always 
inside CBBC’s weekly top ten, generally ranking 
third, only beaten by the two new editions of The 
Sarah Jane Adventures which they accompanied. DWM
